Enginemen Decline 4o Work 


With Union Switchmen, 


-Calling Them Scabs. 


'Chicago. April 7.—Representatives of 


8(600 members of the Brotherhood of 
iXJcotnotive Firemen and Enginemen in 
the Chicago switching- district *today 
had defied their union officials and vot- 
ed to Join the unauthorized switchmen's 
strike called nearly a week ago. 


• Freight traffic through the expansive 
Chicago district already was restricted 
severely and strike leaders and railroad 
officials were agreed that if the force 
ot strikers was augmented such traffic 
would be brought virtually to a stand- 
still. 


The vote of the engineers and fire- 


men came in the face of predictions of 
grand officers of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen and the Switchmen's 
Union of North America, with which 
the striking switchmen are affiliated, 
that by Saturday the strike would- be 
broken by loyal union men rushed here 
from other cities. 


The engineers and firemen declared 


they would not work with "scabs" as 
they termed the loyal union men, and 
also demanded an increased wage 
En- 
gineers are paid $5.76 a day and they 
demanded $1.50 an hour; the firemen, 
paid from $416 to 
$4.28 a*day, de- 


fanded $1 an hour. 


Passenger trains would not be inter- 


fered With, the strikers said. Railroad 
officials said, however.' that such traf- 
fic was certain to suffer in the event 
•work in the yards was restricted fur 
ther. 


Meanwhile it was reported supplies 


of certain foods and fuel were begin- 
ning to run low in Chicago and nearly 
20,000 employes had been thrown out 
of work at the stockyards by the stop- 
page of receipts of cattle. The pens at 
the stock yards virtually were empty 
yesterday. 


The switchmen continued their strike 


under an ultimatum from the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen that they 
will forfeit their union memberships un- 
teaff'they return to work by tomorrow 
night. They also would lose their sen- 
iority standings with the railroads. The 
brotherhood's ultimatum was signed by 
28 brotherhood officials, embracing 20 
chairmen of general committees of af-1 
fected railroads and three vice presi 
dents. 


The strikers c'aimed early today that 


16.000 men already were out in the dis 
trict and that by night 25,000 would be 
on strike. 
Railroad officials while not 


deying the seriousness of the situation 
said about 2,500 switchmen and yard 
men were out. Office clerks and su 
perointendents joined the union strik- 
ers in the yards yesterday.

Hundreds ot Varieties of Figs. 


The fig family. Moraceae, is one of 


the largest in the vegetable world. 
Botanists have identified and de- 
scribed more than 600 species, mostly 
tropical evergreens, frequently of gi- 
gantic proportions, often climbers or 
epiphytic. The species Flcus cnrica 
thrives in Egypt, bnt Is of little value; 
also Ficus sycomerus, the fruit of 
which is coasumed with relish by 
Egyptians; Fleas rozbnrghii. native of 
lower slopes of tbe Himalaya moun- 
tains of northern India, produces fruit 
of very large size, in massive clusters, 
bnt of not very high quality; Ficus 
preudocarica of northeastern Africa, 
produces small, dark-colored, .sweet, 
quite palpable fruit, the caprir form of 
wbtch is receiving considerable atten- 
tion in California. The original home 
of the cultivated fig conforms quite 
generally to that of the olive.

Prom That Time Dates the Entry of 


th*^Commons Into Power in 


the State, 


The 20th of January. 1265, was a 


great day not only for the English- 
speaking people-but the world; It was 
the time appointed for the meeting of 
the first parliament In England. 


Mathew of Paris In hte chronicles 


first uses the word In reference to a 
council of the barons In 1246. but It 
was In the year 1265. during a civil 
war which very much resembled that 
of the seventeenth century, being for 
law against an arbitrary power as ex- 
pressed by royalty, that the first par- 
liaments, properly so-called, were as- 
sembled. It was at this time that 
Simon de Montfort held King Henry 
hi,bis power.

This parliament was summoned In 


such a manner that there -should he 
two knights for each cennfy. and two 
citizens for every borough; the first 
clear acknowledgment of the commons 
element In the state. Tbe meeting was 
held In that magnificent hall at West- 
minster and the representatives of tha 
commons sat In the same place with 
their noble associates, probably at the 
bottom of the hall, little disposed to 
assert a controlling voice nor Joining 
In any vote.

S"he word Eloi, which Jesus used, is the 
Old Testament Hebrew word for what 
in English is called God. It means 
strength, or power, a meaning w*iich is 
entirely devoid of anthropomorphism or 
corporeality. According to Jesus, then. 
God \vas his power, the power upon 
which he always relied, with which he 
accomplished everything. 
TS'or did he 
leave us in the dark as to just what 
this power is. In speaking to his dis- 
ciples he said, "Call no man your father 
upon the earth: for one is your Father 
which is in heaven." In other words, 
thera is only one creator or cause, and 
the universe including man is its pro- 
duct, the product of Eloi, the one and 
only power. 


Again, speaking to the woman at the 
well. Jesus said, "God is spirit," which 
would certainly mean that his power, 
the only power he ever used, the true 
cause of all. and consesuently the cause 
of only .that which is true." was spirit 
or mind, not matter or any kind or phy- 
sique. 
And looking at the teachings 


of Jesus, looking at his words and at 
his works.—words and works due to, 
impelled by, emenating from this E'oi 
or power, spirit, mind, or intelligence.— 
are we not bound to conclude that this 
power, spirit, mmd, was infinite love, 
and that this divine love was the very 
life of Jesus which nothing could destroy 
and which was able to raise him up .it 
the last Jay? This one power then, this 
one spirit, soul, or mind, this one exte 
tence or life, this one reality or truth 
this one infinite love, this divine prin- 
ciple, was all that constituted the Sa- 
viour who is the same yesterday, today 
and forever, "with whom is no variable 
ne«-s, neither shadow of turning " \vho is 
with us alway. This is just what Christ' 
ian Science defines God to be. as will 
e seen from the following passage- 
"God 
is incorporeal, divine, supreme."

Of course he is unpre 
pared for any emergency, feels unsafe 
is inefficient. 
It is not strange if -.e 
is discouraged, perhaps sick, dissipated 
Now. the unheeded Christ, the spiritual 
idea of being, the truth, comes to such 
a one in Christian Science; He hears, 
and hears for the first time with this 
new meaning, that God is the only and 
all power: that God is all his God; th.it 
God is life.—his life: that God is mind, 
truth. love, and that God, who is .ill 
this, is all his God. If he admits this. 
—and slow or fast, if he ponders it, '-.e 
is bound to admit it.—will not every 
thing that is right become more and 
more possible to him. and will not every- 
thing that is wrong become less and less 
dominant over him. and finally impos 
sible to him?

until it heals him. if he has been a, fail- 
ure, cannot he with this Christian, this 
right idea of being rise to success? L*t 
me say that in thousands of instances 
this has been demonstrated, and ex 
amples are not far to se*k.

dying and the dead. But perhaps it 
can be made still plainer.

But the human beliefs that still obscure 
cannot forever hide the true light which 
shines, and shines unto a perfect day 
when all shall be illumined by it, and 
there shall be no darkness, Ignorance, 
illusive suggestion. dis-«af<e. fear, and 
so no .sin. no disease, no death.
